(6) 1T member from the Social Security Admin-
istration, who shall be appointed by the Commis-
sioner of Social Security;

(7) 1 member from the Bureau of the Census,
who shall be appointed by the Secretary of Com-
merce in consultation with the Director of the Cen-

All appointments to the Commission shall be made from

to fill a vacancy occurring before the expiration

(B) SERVICE AFTER TERM ENDS.

(C) MANNER OF APPOINTMENT.—A va-
cancy among any of the appointed members
shall be filled in the manner in which the origi-
nal appointment was made.

(d) CHAIRMAN.—The Director of the Office of Man-

agement and Budget shall serve as Chairman of the Com-

mission.

(e) FUNCTIONS.

(1) IN GENERAL.—It shall be the function of
the Commission to consider and act on any proposal
relating to the Survey of Income and Program Par-
ticipation (described in section 2(a)) in accordance

with section 2(b).

(2) NONDELEGABLE FUNCTIONS.—The func-
tions of the Director of the Office of Management
and Budget under this Act shall be nondelegable.

(f) PROCEDURES.—The Commission shall meet at

24 the call of the Chairman of the Commission. A majority

25 of the members of the Commission who are eligible to vote
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shall constitute a quorum. All members except those under
paragraphs (1) and (8), respectively, of subsection (b)
shall be eligible to vote.

() COMPENSATION.—Members of the Commission
shall serve as such without pay, but shall be allowed travel
expenses, including a per diem allowance in lieu of subsist-
ence, in the same manner as persons serving intermit-
tently in Government service are allowed travel expenses
under section 5703 of title 5, United States Code.

SEC. 4. EFFECTIVE DATE.

This Act shall take effect as of the date of the enact-
